MISS CHARBONNEAU, 
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TO NELSON RIVER AND BACK. 


FA. Banks, of the ard party, 
which lefy E:tinonton for River 
in the latter end of last November, re- 
turned to town on Friday last after a 
most eventful trip. Mr, Banks ‘and 
his partner, A. DL. ny, had reach- 
ed a point q: Nelson river a couple of 
days trate! below the Forks when 
their boat was upset at the foot of a 
rapid and they lost so much of their 
supplies that they were compelled to 
return. The Fagard party numbered 
thirty men and were chiefly from Los 
Angeles, California. They travelled 
with horses and flat sleighs and took 
the trail by way of Fort Assiniboine. 
The trail had not been cut out from 
thesAthabasca to Slave lake when 
they started. However, they gt 
through the woods to Swan river, and 
then followed Swan river down to 
Slave lake and the shore of the Jake 
to the H. B. Post. The party were 
very greatly delayed in reaching Swan 
river over the Swan hills, partly 
because of the lack of a trail, but 
principally Mr. Banks thinks because 
the party was too large, and was 
therefore unwieldy in a difficult coun- 
try. Where the delay occurred feed 
was scarce and there the horses 
suffered most. They were only four 
days in following Swan river to Slave 
lake and fonr days more to Slave lake 
post. Messrs. Banks and Dominy 
delayed behind the main party when 
they reached open country near Slave 
lake and passed them when they were 
camped at Slave lake post. They 
reached Peace river crossing ahead of 
them and pushed on to Dunvegan. 
The main Fugard party remained at 
Peace river crossing, built boats and 
went down the Peace when the river 
opened. Two members, however, 
Messrs. Ed. Smith and F. McCandless, 
pushed on up Peace river on the ice, 
heading for the Omenica or the 
Finlay. 

Messrs. Banks and Dominy left 
Dunvegan between the 10th and 15th 
of February and intended to take 
the north trail to Fort St. John for 
about 100 miles and then strike north- 
ward {to the Nelson river. They 
missed the trail, however, as it had 
not been mvch travelled for years, and 
had a hard time cuiting their way 
through the moderately timbered 
country lying between the Clear Sky 
hills and the Peace River. They had 
no difficulty ia keeping their general 
westerly cireection as the hills became 
visible soon after leaving Dunvegan 
lying from cast to west to the north 
of their eour-c, while from high points 
the valley of the Peace could be seen 
to the south. Atadistance of about 
100 miles westward from Dunvegan 
they began to look for an opening in 
the Clear Sky hills by which they 
could cress to their north side, believ- 
ing themselves to be near the head of 
the Nelson. After crossing four 
small streanis with somewhat dificult 
valleys which unite to form the Ciear- 
water, a small tributary of the Peace, 
they found a smail prairie on the 
south side of the hills, behind which 
the timber of the hills had been burn- 


in from the west was the west branch 
of Sicannie Chief river. As it was 
the season of low water the naviga- 
tion was difficult. The general cirec- 
tion of the rive: was a little west of 
north, The river was not in a deep 
valley and the country on either side 
did not appear rugged. The banks 
to rise, however, as they 
went north, They prospected as they 
went along, and below the junction 
with the Sicannie Chief river they 
found colors of gold. At the end of 
their third day’s travel, after having 
run a small rapid, their boat grounded 
on a rock at the foot and upset, 
throwing the cargo into the water. 
They mansged to recover about 90 
pounds of flour and some be*ding, but 
the rest of their supplies were lost. 
They did not lose the boat. This ac- 
cident compelled them to turn back 
and make their very best time to Dun- 
vegan to save themselves from starva- 
tion. 

They tracked and rowed up stream, 
reaching the point on the East Branch 
where they had left their horses, in 
five days. They found the horses all 
right and doing well. They then 
packed across the portage to Pine river 
and there found the boat they had used 
on that stream. Leaving their horses 
to take care of themselves, they went 
down the stream, which proved to be a 
branch ot Pine river,to the Peace. The 
river, as it turned to the southwest, cut 
through the Clear Sky hills in a 
valley or canon about 1,000 feet deep. 
In the canon it met another stream of 
about the same size coming from the 
west. To the junction of the two 
streams was very difficult and danger- 
ous, and ten days were oecupied in that 
stretch, although the distance was not 
great. Three days more down the Pine 
brought them to the Peace, and one 
day-down the Peace to Dunvegan. 
Total three weeks from their wreck on 
the Nelson to Dunvegan. 

At Dunvegan Dominy joined the 
Sunny South party of Los Angeles, 
bound for Finlay river, taking the place 
of Tallman, an elderly man, who de 
sired to return. Banks came on to 
Edmonton in order to hear from home 
if possible, and make a fresh start. 


While at Dunvegan Mr. Banks heard

had shot two horses belonging to a 
band of Indiaxs there, because the 


| Indians did not retaliate actively, but 
at once refused to hold any communica- 
tion with the white men. A com- 
mittee of prospectors was formed who 
made partial restitution of the Indians 
and assured them thatthe like would 


| not occur again. The men who did the 
| shooting had got out of reach, or they 


| would have been eompelled to pay the 
loss. 

A number of parties are at and above 
| Fort St. John on the way to the Nelson 
and the Finlay, but Mr. Banks did not 
see any of them. The Good Hope 
| party of 25 men are pushing their sup- 

plies upto che Finlay from St. John. 
| Another party of 19 men went up 
the Peace past Dunvegan. They saw 
six bears on their way from the cross-

The hills are high, but not rugged. 
The top is comparatively level and is 


about ten wiles across. The hills are 
thickly covered with ssmall spruce 
timber, and the ground is mossy. 


They crossed cover the hilis in the | 


burnt district and came to a smali 
stream which flowed northward. They 
followed this stream northward for 
some milcs until they were satisfied 
that it was a branch of the Nelson, 
and having come to good pasture for 
their horses they halted and built a 
boat. This was about the middle of 
April. There was still deep snow in 
the hills, but the streams to the north 
were open and the snow was principal- 
ly gone. When they had completed 
their boat they loaced their supplies 
and started down stream, leaving 
their horses. The stream was small, 
with some difficult rapids, and they 
had several mishaps, but nothing very 
se1lious. The country appeared moder- 
ately level but pretty heavily timber- 
ed, poplar being intermixed with 


spruce on the east side. Game‘ 


was plentiful. They saw many moose 
tracks and killed four beaver. After 
travelling down stream about four 
days, they found that it turned west- 
ward and finally southwestward. 
They therefore concluded that the 
stream was not the Nelson at all but 
a branch of the Pine. They found 
a number of teepe poles at a 
point on the north side, and a trail 
leading to the north. This they con- 
cluded must lead to the Nelson. They 
therefore went back by land across the 
bend of the stream to where they had 
left their. horses and brought them 
down to where the trail left the 
stream. They left the boat, packed 
the horses and again started noith. 
They found the trail well marked,with 
signs of having been used consider- 
ably the season before. The country 
was not rugged, but was timbered, 
chiefly with poplar. After travelling 
three days they again reached a stream 
flowing north, striking it on the east 
side. They built another boat and 
again, leaving their horses, started 
down. They went down stream three 
days. At first the stream: was com- 
paratively smal], but a much larger 
stream came in from the west at about 
the end of the first day’s journey. 
The stream then became about two- 
thirds the size of the Saskatchewan. 
Mr. Banka is confident that the 
stream upon which they started was 
the east branch of the Nelson and 
that the large river they saw coming 
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Hope. The Fresno party were said to 
be on the west branch of the Nelson 
at last accounts. 

The spring was very dry in the Peace 
river district and fires were running 
generally. Mr. Banks is much struck 
with the beautiful appearance of the 
Peace river country, and also with the 
region to the north and west asa_ field 
for the prospector.
